Of Mountain This Week 


Forest Ranger Burt Stephenson of 
El Toro was in town today getting to­ 
gether a crew of men to build a tele­ 
phone line from Bl Toro to the top 
of Santiago Peak, one 
of the 
two 
peaks of Old Saddleback. 
Stephen­ 
son completed the survey of the line 
on Saturday, and 
the 
construction 
will go forward as rapidly as possi­ 
ble. 
The line will be over thirteen miles 
In length, most of It over rough coun­ 
try. * The lower end will be In 
the 
forest ranger's house at Bl Toro. The 
upper end will be av th* look-out sta­ 


tion that Is to be established on

mountain. 
There will be a phone In 
the house of Bd Adklnson, the coun­ 
ty fire warden. The line will be own­ 
ed by the forest service. 
With this line completed, the for­ 
est service will be in a position to be 
quickly on hand In case of any fire. 
The look-out will detect smoke, and 
immediately notify the forestranger 
and fire warden, who will then reach 
the fire Ut the quickest possible time.

One striking member of the In­ 
dustrial Workers of the World 
was shot and a dozen police­ 
men cut and 
bruised 
with 
stones, when 40 policemen 
charged 300 striking textiles 
gathered in the yard of Our 
Lady of the Rosary Catholic 
church. 
No one was killed outright, 
but three men and four women 
were wounded, two women 
probably fatally, 
The strikers massed in the 
church 
yard, 
whence 
they 
hurled rocks, checking the po­ 
lice advance, The officers fired 
their revolvers in the air, but 
the mob continued to hurl 
rocks, The police then fired 
direct at the crowd, which fled, 
leaving eight victims, 


Sheriff Dwinnell assumed charge of 
the situation and restored quiet. 
He 
has called on the Fitchburg and Wor­ 
cester police for aid In event of fur­ 
ther trouble. Also he Is prepared to 
ask for a company 
of 
metropolitan 
state police and the local company of 
militia Is held in readiness

WASHINGTON. June 3 —Carrying 
$109,575,414, the sundry civil appro* 
priation bill 
was 
reported to 
the 
House today. 
It omits ail appropria* 
tions for the tariff and allows 
the 
President $25,000 traveling expenses; 
devotes $75,000 to the economy-effi- 
ciency commission. 
Consideration of 
the bill begins tomorrow. 
The bud­ 
get is $33,000,000 less than last year. 
It includes 
$J|B.780,000 for Panama 
canal work; $2,800,000 for canal forti­ 
fications; $100,000 for the sub-treas­ 
ury at San Francisco; $15,000 for the 
California debris commission; $3,OOO 
for the immigrant station at 
Angel 
island, San Francisco. 
The bill recommends the reorgani­ 
zation of the customs service by the 
abolition of a number 
of positions 
and the concentration of duties. 
It 
provides for the abolition of officers 
and certain receivers of public money 
and certain land offices. 
The bill carries no comment on Its 
failure to provide for the tariff board 
appropriation. 
In the executive, leg­ 
islative and judicial bill a new make­ 
shift tariff commission is substituted. 
lf the bill passes, the present tariff 
board will go 
out 
of 
commission 
June 13.

Senate Committee Favors De­ 
crease of $22,500 For San 
Francisco Branch 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—In report- 
ins to the Senate the executive, legis­ 
lative and judicial bill for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1913, the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations has rec­ 
ommended that the wages of work­ 
men and other employes at the San 
Francisco mint be $122,500 instead of 
$155,000 as fixed by the House, a de­ 
crease of $22,500. The Senate 
com­ 
mittee further recommends that 
the 
salaries of 
shipping 
commissioners 
be $4400 instead of $6300. 


SAN DIEGO PETITION 
GOES TO GOVERNOR 


SAN DIEGO, June 3 —The resolu­ 
tion which the city council passed last 
Friday, asking that a special session 
of the legislature be called to consider 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
situation here and suggesting the es­ 
tablishment of a state constabulary, 
it was announced last night, had been 
sent north to Governor Johnson.

ages of twelve and twenty years Inclusive. 
MEMBERSHIP, Membership in the League ie 
Young Men's Christian Assoc! 
ORpn to any member of any 
latten Association in Orange County, or 
of any Y. M. O. A. Bible class, or Y. M. C. A Group or Club, provided they are 
between the ages of twelve and twenty years, inclusive. These organisations 
Shall he known as branches of this League. 
Boys and young men outside of organised points may join the County 
Y. M. C. A* nnd thus qualify for membership In this League. Such members 
may be grouped into branches of the League at the discretion of the County 
Committee. 
CONTESTS. Local branches should conduct contests among 
their own 
members. Winners of local contests ere entitled to compete 
In county contests. The competing group should consist of not less then six 
or more then eight members. 
MBPALS. Silver medals should be awarded to winners of local contests, and 
gold medals to winners of county contests. Grand gold medals 
may be used in contests composed of six or more winners of gold medals, and 
diamond medals for holders of grand gold medals. These may be secured 
from W. C. T. U. contest superintendents. 
SILVER CUP. A beautiful silver cup has been offered by Mr. Geo. B. Key, 
Chairman of the County Committee of the Young Men's 
Christian Associations of Orange County, to be swurded st the next county 
convention, In May, 1918, to the branch which has secured the most pol dis 
on the following scoring system: 
I. Each local branch conducting a contest shall be given a score 
consisting of the sum total of the ages of the contestants, ages being 
counted from the last birthday. 
8. At county contests for gold medals each branch shall be given 
points according to the ages of the contestants from that branch, and 
the winner shall be awarded twenty-five points extra for his branch. 
3. The grand total at the end of the year. shall determine the 
branch which has won the cup. 
' 
RULES. The rules which have been used in the W. C. T. U. contest work 
shall be adopted as the rules of this League, and their system of 
marking in awarding medals. 
1. The only selections which may be used In these contests are 
the prose orations found in the W. C. T. U. and Demorest Contest 
Books.

country than Denmark have the prin­ 
ciples of farming been taught more 
generally or more thoroughly. Danish 
boys and girls at the very minimum 
cost, may obtain instruction, prim ary, 
secondary and collegiate, that will tit 
them for the task of making a com­ 
fortable living and a competence from 
a few acres of land. 
Ii is pleasant to read that, of the 
nearly $1,000,000 distributed last F ri­ 
day by a general education board cre­ 
ated under an endowment of $30,000,* 


OOO by John D. Rockefeller, a very 
considerable portion went to schools 
engaged in the teaching of agriculture.

LOS ANGELES PRODUCE MARRET 


Trading along all lines was brisk, 
and with liberal receipts over the hol­ 
iday the market showed many chang­ 
es in quotations. The tendency of 
prices was downward on most com­ 
modities. Eggs were the exception, 
advancing 2 cents all around. 
With heavy receipts of black cher­ 
ries prices declined materially. The 
best offerings selling at from 50 to 
90 cents a drawer. Cherries In bulk 
went to 8 cents a pound for the best, 
while the low level was <3 cents. 
The few apples 
on 
the 
market 
were advanced 25 eents a box, and 
these were only of the Yellow New 
ton variety. Four-tier stock sold at 
$2, with very little inquiry at that 
figure. 
There was no change shown 
in 
quotations on cantaloupes. The mar 
ket was scantily supplied, and the 
little left over from the first ship* 
went was In light call, oaring to site 
and quality. Standard 
cratea 
were 
held at |5. and pony crates at 94. 
Increased receipts of gooseberries, 
blackberries and raspberries 
had a 
tendency to weaken the market along 
this line. Raspberries were quoted 
cent lower at from 7 to 9 cents per 
basket, the blackberries sold at the 
same prices. 
With the arrival of another ship­ 
ment from Mexico of black figs, the 
quotation on this fruit declined sharp­ 
ly, going to 61.75 per box. 
In the onion market Imperial stock 
declined to 61 and 61.25 per sack, and 
Silversklna 16 cents per box for the 
best 
Fifty cents waa knocked off new po­ 
tatoes per hundredweight. Liberal re­ 
ceipts and an indifferent demand had 
the effect of weakening the market 
on this commodity. The best offer­ 
ings went to 63. while the low level 
was fixed at 62.69. 
A few changes were shown In the 
market for miscellaneous vegetable* 
Green and wax beans were quoted 
lower at from 3 to 6 cents per pound. 
Tomatoes were Inclined toward easi­ 
ness, the best holdings moving out 
at 62.
